He declared that ne has 
been interested in community chest 
work tor many years and that the 
chest needs no subterfuge nor "sob- 
stuff to "put it over M “The chest 
stands squarely upon ita own feet 
as sn economical and necessary or­ 
ganisation in the community to pro­ 
mote and finance human welfare 
work.”

Organised charity Is necessary in a 
city the si se of Lincoln, and charity 
without organization and the high 
standards of welfare work that at­ 
tend It would be worse than wasted ” I

ara! its agencies are doing, the chest
